WATER  SUPPLY 

During  the  past  year  the  Council  have  carried  out  no  ex¬ 
tensions  of  the  existing  mains. 

A  new  pump  has  been  installed  at  Crowland  increasing  the 
pressure  from  10  lbs.  to  50  lbs.,  and  a  number  of  additional 
Hydrants  have  been  fixed  in  all  parishes. 

All  Council  Houses  built  during  the  past  year  are  supplied 
with  water  from  the  Council’s  mains. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 


There  has  been  no  change  in  the  condition  of  the  drainage 
and  sef\\^erage  of  the  District. 

The  proposed  sewerage  scheme  for  Crowland  was  discontinued 
[owing  to  the  outbreak  ot  war. 

HOUSING 

Inspection  of  dwelling  houses  and  action  under  the  Housing 
Act,  1936,  was  discontinued  from  September,  1939. 

There  were  no  cases  of  overcrowding  reported  during  the  year. 

A  total  of  58  new  houses  were  erected  during  the  year  by 
private  enterprise  in  the  following  parishes  : — 

Cowbit  3,  Pinchbeck  17,  Donington  7,  Moulton  8,  Surfleet  1, 
Crowland  7,  Weston  8,  Gosberton  7. 

Plans  were  submitted  and  alterations  carried  out  to  twenty-two 
properties. 

The  Council  entered  upon  a  Housing  Scheme  of  74  houses 
in  the  following  parishes  : — 

Weston  18,  Pinchbeck  24,  Gosberton  14,  Quadring  ID,  Don¬ 
ington  8. 

Tenders  were  obtained  for  a  further  20  houses  but  the  work 
was  not  begun  owing  to  the  outbreak  of  war.
